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it is clear that the plurahty of the connecting arms of the present claims are not connected to the 
mounts by screwing, as taught by Urasawa. 

Urasawa does not include any detailed description concerning the plurality of connecrmg 
arms at *U. According to FIG. 1 thereofit is presumed that the plurality ofconnecnng arms are 
connected to the mounts 28 after penetrating through the driving mechanism 16. Tms 
presumption is supported by the fac, that the driving mechanism 16 » formed by annularly 
winding the electromagnetic coil 19 around the laminated core 24, and it has essentially the same 
diameter as the mainbody 3. From theoverall positional relations^p between the connecung 
anns and the other components such as the electromagnetic coil 19, the laminated core 24 and 
the driving mechamsm 16, it would be dtfncult to provide the plurality of connecting arms so as 
to have the most suitable overall positional relationship relative to the cylinder and the one of the 

mounts 28, .
